And above all, how whole- 
some is thu influence of such occasions 
upon tho young, who'never tiro of hear- 
ing the story of how the nation was 
saved from death Ly tho bravery of its

M. M. Duncan, of Glrard. Maoeflptn 


county, the Bttmblioan jMBinee for 
Clerk ofthe Appellate Court, is in the 
city, KHlay attending the soldiers' re- 
Anton. 


Mr. Duncan was a member of Com- 


pany " H" of the 101st, which regiment 
was made up principally in Morgan 
county. 
He served his country well 


and faithfully during three long years. 
His comrades and friends will be glad 
to meet him and talk of their then hard- 
ships and deprivations, but a reference 
to which now resolve themselves into 
pleasure and honor. Prominent among 
their recollections are the raid at Holly 
Springs, Miss., where sis companies of 
the lOltt were captured by Gen. Van 
Dorn; their march to Moscow, Tenn., 
through rain and snow, during 'an un- 
precedented hard winter in that section 
of the country, with but little to eat 
and wear, and loaves and broom-sage 
for bedding; their running the batteries 
at Vioksburg and heavy naval engage- 
ment at Grand Gulf in April, 1863; 
their trip to Hod river, and from thonce 
to Union City, where their regiment 
was reorganized, and from thence to 
Chattanooga, from -which point they 
were very soon ordered to extricate Gen. 
Burnside at Knoxvillc, A long and 
wearisome march during midwinter was 
taken: when they returned they were 
very forcibly reminded of the soldiers 
of the revolutionary war in this, that 
they wore barefoot and almost naked,— 
They then took up their line of march 
with Gen. Sherman to tho coast in 1804, 
This march to the coast was dotted with 
the battles in which the 101st was en- 
gaged, of Lookout Mountain, Kcsaca, 
Uimard Roost, Lone Mountain, Mari- 
etta, Dallas, (probably better known as 
Pumpkin Vine creek) where the regi- 
ment suffered so severely in killed and 
wounded. The battle of Peach Tree 
crdek, the sieges of Atlanta and Savan- 
nah and the battle of Goldsburg, X. C,, 
where Capt. W, 11. Seymour, M. M. 
Duncan, Cyrus Fanning and others were 
taken prisoners and were incarcerated 
in the celebrated Libby Prison, Rich- 
mond, Va., where thoy remained until 
that place foil into the hands of tho 
Federals. 


Mr. Duncan's patriotism did not cease 


when the war ondod. On the 2iJd day 
of May last, a day long to be remem- 
bered by the soldiers, ha was nt tho re- 
moval of the flag.s from the Arsenal to 
the State House, and bore one of his 
regimental flag staffs with a few remain- 
ing shreds, under which ho had fought

try to Europe, by aerial thip, at an early 
day, wind and weather permitting, the 
necessary cash being furnished and the 
-•ofessor himself in hi* usual good 
-jalth and sanguine spirit*. Such it, 
in brief, what ho himself told a Preu 
reporter when the latter sat down with 
him for a chat yesterday afternoon.— 
The primary object of the visit was to 
ask the aeronaut if he had ever been 
up in a balloon in such a storm a* that 
which visited Philadelphia on Thursday 
evening, and if to, when, where, to what 
extent and bow it felt to be careening 
among the cloud* to the music of the 
rolling thunder and with the fine pyro- 
technfcal effect* that usually precede 
such illuminations. 


The professor gave an account of hit 


experience in a terrific storm which oc- 
curred daring an ascension made at 
Burlington, Iowa, in August, 1879. 


Reporter—Now, having had your ex- 


perience in this respect, what is your 
judgment, in the light of your entire 
experience as an aeronaut, about flying 
machines—about aerial navigation. 


Prof. King stroked his long beard 


and laid: "Well, it's bound to come, I 
think, but we have made very little 
progress y«t. Ballooning is yet in its 
infancy—it is now what you might call 
a sort of scientific amusement for the 
people. But we are at what you might 
term the inventive era of the century, 
and the science of aeronautic*, with all 
its fascinating possibilities, will receive 
acre attention than it has before." 


Reporter—Don't you think Profetior 


Richtel'* flying machine is a step to- 
wards solving the problem of aerial 
navigation? 


Prof. King (emphatically)—!t don't 


amount to anything, Richtel baa done 
nothing new. Tbe same thing ha* been 
tried yean ago. 
Why, thirty year* ago 


I taw a similar machine on th* same 
principle at Peale't museum in this city. 
But, candidly, my opinion Is that aerial 
navigation will never be accomplished 
until we have diicovered a new motive

The great obstacle to such an experi- 
ment heretofore has been the want of a 
material in a balloon which would re- 
tain the gas sufficiently long. During 
the pn*t winter I have succeeded in 
perfecting a material which will hold 
the gas all right, and only lo*e une per 
font, of the volume in 24 hours.

up a month if necessary.
